Willkie Scorns 
Foreign Plank 
As ‘Ineffective’ 


NEW YORK, June 26.—(/)— 
Wendell L. Willkie, Republican 
presidential nominee in 1940, to- 
night in a statement said he was 
opposed to the proposed foreign 
relations plank under considera- 
tion by the party’s national con- 
vention in Chicago. 

He called the plank “no effec- 
tive international force for the 
suppression of aggression” and 
said the “net result would be no 
international organization.” 

Willkie said the proposed plank 
was read to him by telephone 
from Chicago this afternoon. 

He quoted the foreign relations 
plank adopted by the Republican 
party in 1920, setting forth the, 
party's views for the preservation | 
of peace throughout the world, 


REFERS TO HARDING 

“The Republicans won the. elec- 
tion of 1920,” Willkie said in the 
statement. “A Republican Presi- 
dent claiming that he is no way 
repudiated the party’s platform, 
immediately after the election, an- 
nounced that the League of Na- 
tions was dead. 

“A Republican President elected 
under the proposed platform of 
1944 could, with equal integrity. 
announce that the United States 
would not enter any world organi- 
zation in which the nations agree 
jointly to use their ‘sovereign’ 
power for the suppression of ag- 
gression. And every effective 
world organization proposed could 
be rejected as a ‘world’s state.’ 
And, all proposed joint forces for 
the suppression of aggression 
could be called armed forces and 
not ‘peace forces.’ ”’ 

“And each proposed step taken 
by any world organization in 
which we might participate could 
be called a treaty and as such 
would be subject to ratification by 
two-thirds of the United States 
senators,” Willkie continued. 

“The net result would be no in- 
ternational organization. No ef- 
fective international force for the 
suppression of aggression. No

peaceful world. Andther world 
war fought in vain. And 
youth of A iericg once more be- 
traved.” 

Willkie proposed the immediate 
creation of a council of the United 
Nations as a first step toward the 
formation of a general interna- 
tional organization in order that 
all the peoples of the United Na- 
tions would have a voice in the 
decision which will shape the fu- 
ture world. 

“These decisions should not and 
must not be made by three or four 
great powers alone,” he declared. 

Willkie described the person 
with whom he talked in Chicago 
as “a friend” but otherwise de- 
clined to identify him. 
CRITICISM BRUSHED ASIDE 

At Chicago, Willkie’s criticisms 
were shoved aside summarily by 
some convention leaders. 

Senator Taft, of Ohio, chairman 
of the platform committee, chal- 
lenged adherents of Willkie’s 
views to carry their fight before 
the committee. 

“I would welcome debate on the 
subject in the committee if Mr. 
Willkie has any adherents who de, 
sire to start it,” he said. 

“I'd be very much surprised if 
the plank adopted by the Demo- 
cratic platform committee suits 
Mr. Willkie any better than that 
of the Republicans.” 

Senator Warren Austin, of Ver- 
mont, read Willkie’s statement 
and asserted firmly: “He’s wrong. 
He’s mistaken. Too bad.” 

Asked whether Willkie’s views 
would have any effect on the for- 
eign policy plank, the senator re- 
plied: “Not at all.” 

This sentiment was echoed by 
Senator Wallace White, of Maine. 
Declaring he was “speaking as an 
internationalist and not as an iso- 
lationist,” White said he could not 
agree with Willkie. White predict- 
ed adoption of the plank by the 
convention tomorrow without sub- 
stantial changes.

nomination Wednesday were 
pledged to New York’s chief ex- 
ecutive when Governor Earl War- 
ren, of California, sounded the 
1944 Republican rallying cry in a 
keynote address. 

Warren, most prominent figure 
in speculation on a vice presiden- 
tial choice, declared that “‘we are 
here to make the road on which 
America can march toward vic- 
tory, toward opportunity, toward 
peace.” 

Warren proclaimed that “a bet- 
ter world for others must begin 
with us.” 

Whooping, hollering and fairly 
rattling the roof beams of this 
huge enclosed bowl, the delegates 
indorsed by sound Warren’s con- 
tention that Republicans are just 
as capable as the Democrats of 
winning the war and guarantee- 
ing a peace that will endure. 

The keynoter forecast that ‘“‘we 
shall march forward under God 
toward vcitory, toward opportu- 
nity, toward peace.”

“It is the-purpose of this con- 
vention,” he said, “to put the pub- 
lic welfare above private self-in- 
terest; to put the nation above 
party; to put the progress of the 
whole American community above 
special privilege for any part of 
it; to put indispensable principles 
—once and for all—above indis- 
pensable men.” 

There were indications that 
Warren was Dewey’s preference 
for the vice presidential spot on 
the 1944 ticket. That would pre- 
sent an east-west lineup—with a 
bid for corn belt support in the 
selection of Governor Griswold, of 
Nebraska, to put Dewey’s name 
in nomination Wednesday. 

Sweltering, sweating, shirt- 
sleeved delegates started off their 
wartime conclave undramatically 
this morning and went through a 
routine of organization formali- 
ties. Warren was elected some- 
what automatically to be tempo- 
rary convention chairman.

LONDON, Tuesday, June 27.— 
(P)—Massive Red armies yester- 
day captured Vitebsk and Zhlobin, 
northern and southern anchors of 
the vaunted German Fatherland 
line in White Russia, and plunging 
forward at a mile-an-hour clip 
were well on the way toward en- 
circlement of three remaining bas- 
tions of the German defenses 
along a 250-mile front, a Soviet 
communique announced last night. 

An unprecedented number of 
populated places—more than 1,700 
—were liberated in the path of the 
gigantic offe = as four Red 
armies left Vitebsk and Zhlobin 
to be mopped up and plunged 
westward toward Germany itself. 

The remnants of five German 
divisions, possibly 45,000 men, 
trapped in and around Vitebsk, 
were being wiped out, said a 
broadcast-bulletin record by the 
Soviet monitor. 

NEARING ORSHA 

The Soviets captured Obol, 40 
miles northwest of Vitebsk and 
only 20 miles from Polotsk, Ger- 
man base 15 mules from the old 
Polish border. The line of this 
new front alone extended 53 miles 
southward to captured Chereya, 
58 miles southwest of Vitebsk.

Severe enemy fire failed to turn 
them back and some ships moved 
in as close as 8,000 yards to shore 
—which is about the equivalent of 
an. infantryman sticking his gun in 
your face. 

Field dispatches described the 
action as the heaviest and most 
concentrated naval bombardment 
of the invasion. One correspond- 
ent said the ships closed in around 
doomed Cherbourg “like dogs un- 
leashed.” 

Concrete defenses rising around 
the docks carved from solid rock 
were overwhelmed by the almost 
continuous stream of shells.

In the political primer the first rule reads: “The object of 
any political campaign is to win the election in which it is 
engaged.” } 

Boss Joe Pew, of Pennsylvania’s Republican machine, ham- 
mered that home in the caucuses of Sunday and Sunday night. 
What he kept saying was, “I don’t care if you don’t like him, he 
is a vote-getter.” 

That is why that today everyone admits Thomas Edmund 
Dewey, born at Owosso, Mich.; Episcopalian by faith; educated at 
Michigan and Columbia; present governor of the state of New 
York, will be nominated, probably on the first ballot, by the Re- 
publican convention. Balloting begins Wednesday morning. 

Southern delegates, including those from Georgia, were placed 
on the back rows, where the political nobodies sit. They are 
for Dewey. 

Boss Pew also kept hammering home, in the smoke-filled 
caucus rooms, the fact that a governor of New York, with a gov- 
ernor of California as a running mate, would likely carry those 
two states with their huge total of electoral votes. Boss Pew indi- 
cated he would take care of Pennsylvania. 

Adding that to the fact that Thomas Edmund Dewey heartily 
dislikes John Bricker, the Honest Harding, and governor of Ohio, 
there remains only the formality of a “draft Warren movement.” 

Tomorrow morning’s voting likely will see a rush to the har- 
mony tent. Dewey reportedly has pledged a minimum of 590 
votes, well over the 529 which make up a majority of the 1,057 
delegates. 

Last night and today Boss Pew was, and will be, busy trying 
to make that first ballot the only ballot taken. The Republicans 
‘want to go before the people with a rush of unity and as much 
enthusiasm as may possibly be generated for their vote-getter. 

: Gallup polls of last Sunday revealed the Dewey popularity 
‘to be going downward, slowly to be sure, but still downward. This, 
- too, explains the rush to put him over with the least possible sign 
of doubt or hesitation. 

There is, bound up in all this, the desire to have so much unity 
and oneness of purpose that the Willkie voters and the Colonel 
McCormick followers will be pulled into the stream. 

They well know that even some Republicans have said that 
even if the people of America are willing to change horses in the 
middle of the stream of war they would not be willing to change, 
to a Shetland pony.

Even in Politics 
2 and 2 Make 4 


Did you note in passing, gentle reader, that 
the Republican party organization at Chicago 
contemptuously placed all southern delegations 
in the last row of seats? 

I would like to discuss what seems to me to make sense. 

Political sense. 

I note the Savannah Morning News and the Charleston Cdurier 
heartily applaud the Texas and Mississippi decisions to have their 
electors vote for whomever those politically-in-charge may name, 
provided the Democratic platform, or the party’s nominee, does not 
suit them; the people’s will to be ignored. . 


While I have no quarrel with their right to that opinion, how- 
ever much I might deplore it, I do not believe it well-thought-out. 
I am sure it is a course which would be disastrous to the political 
future of the south and not beneficial, as they suggest. 


It simply doesn’t add up to anything good and assuredly it is 
not good politics. : 

There are certain simple and inescapable facts which reveal the 
Texas and Mississippi revolts to be political stupidity. Nothing else. 

You doubt it? You thought it a noble, defiant gesture? 


Well, let’s take a look. 
A SOUTHERN DEFEAT If we scrap the electoral -college 

system of electing a president we 
decrease enormously the political strength and influence of the 
south. That influence now is not small. Despite the abrogation of 
the two-thirds rule the south still has political prowess. It recently 
was able to bring about many amendments to the FEPC, just as an 
example. When intelligently and skillfully directed the south has 
a very considerable national and congressional political influence. 
Too often we do not use it intelligently. The recent Texas and 
Mississippi revolts are two excellent illustrations of unintelligent 
use of our political power. 


The plain facts are these: 


The south has a greater strength in the electoral college than it 
Possibly could have if the votes were cast in direct elections. 

In 1940 the 12 southern states cast 135 electoral votes out of a 
total of 531 electoral votes cast by the 48 states. 

That is a little more than 25 per cent of the total. 

Now, let us suppose there was no electoral vote. What then? 

Well, on a popular vote basis the same 12 southern states cast 


5,642,000 ballots out of a total of 44,548,000 in the 1940 election. 
’ 


That is about 12 per cent of the total vote. 

If we go to work and kill off the electoral college method of 
choosing the president, we thereby reduce southern political power 
by about half—from 25 per cent to 12 per cent. 

Let’s illustrate the Texas situation by some more figures. 

Texas has a population (1940 census) of 6,400,000. It’s popular 
vote cast in 1940 was 1,410,000, about one in every six inhabitants. 

Ohio had a 1940 population of 6,900,000 and 26 electoral votes. 
Ohio cast 3,320,000 votes, about one out of each three inhabitants. 

One Texas vote had about three times as much power as did 
one Ohio vote insofar as the electoral vote was concerned. 
PETARDS It is very uncomfortable to be hoisted by one’s 

own petard. I speak as one who knows. 

I think the gentlemen who are applauding the “courage” of 
Texas and Mississippi and their “southern fight,” are about to be 
hoisted by petards of their own making. 

_ It so happens both are violently against abolition of the poll tax. 

The only way the south could hold what political power it has, 
in the event the electoral vote method is abandoned, would be 
to repeal the poll tax and throw open the ballot to one and all. 
This is no skin off my nose, but I wonder if the gentlemen have 
thought of it. Also, suppose other states, hostile to the south, use 
the same tactics? They can. 


THE PARTY If the Savannah News and the Charleston Courier 

wish to be for Mr. Dewey why, that is just fine. 
Political differences are the warp and woof of our form of govern- 
ment. Heaven help us if the day should come when we have no 
differences. 

But that isn’t the point. 

If any group wants to reform the party it must do so within 
the party. 

Teddy Roosevelt tried getting out of the Republican party. 
He failed. 

In our own state the late Tom Watson led the Populists out of 
the party. In 1924, and again in 1928, we saw our party commit 
political suicide over the Ku Klux Klan and the Al Smith issue. 
A lot of persons got out of the party in those two fights, especially 
the latter. 

They accomplished absolutely nothing.

Having 
been assured that all the athletes are either properly exempt from 
Army service, too young or holding military honorable discharges, 
we can watch their progress in the current diamond war with 
interest and a clear conscience.

CHICAGO, June 26.—Humbled 
by years of frustration and po 
litical and personal humiliation at 
the hands of the Roosevelts, hus- 
band and wife; Harry Hopkins, 
Ickes, Hillman, Leon Henderson, 
the Hagues and Kellys and kin- 
dred altruistic toilers for the up- 
lift of the comman man, the Re- 
publicans gathered now in Chi- 
cago to nominate Tom Dewey pre- 
sent a strange appearance in the 
accustomed politics of the land, 

They are entirely American, 
with attachment to neither Bund- 
ism nor Communism, nor more 
than a stately and respectful ac- 
quaintance with Winston Church- 
ill and the royal. refugees from 
Europe. And yet there is among 
them an apologetic attitude as 
though to say that, while they are 
truly American, they unfortunate- 
ly were born that way and ven- 
ture to hope their peculiarity will 
not be held against them. 

This is the first national party 
corivention at which total enthusi- 
asm for the United States has cre- 
ated a sense of embarrassment in 
those so minded, and every word 
that Republicans utter is weighed 
first lest it be construed to mean 
that they would rate an Iowa 
farmer or a Chicago machinist or 
salesman above an Arab, or a 
Pole, a Sicilian or a Frenchman or 
a refugee from Germany or Spain. 

In private conversation, and 
subject to repudiation should the 
subject be treacherously accused 
of the crime of Americanism, first 


degree, the Republican will con- 
fide a distaste for excessive east- 
ern-seaboardism and then try to 
explain, inoffensively, what he 
means by that. Eastern. séa- 
boardism means the hoodlums 
who police the politics and rackets 
of a stewing and crime-harried 
Latin district in New York whose 
representative in congress, Vito 
Marcantonio, is La Guardia’s pro- 
tege and speaks the language of 
the Communists. 


Anti-Communist 

It means Sidney Hillman and 
the political action committee of 
the CIO, the political effort of the 
Communists in the fourth term 
campaign, which keeps in tele- 
phonic touch with the White 
House, and the Farm Security Ad- 
ministration which has_ super- 
seded not only in the public con- 
sciousness, but in practical fact, 
the national committee of the 
Democratic party. Eastern sea- 
boardism means personal and po- 
litical slander against /.mericans 
who display the reckless unwis- 
dom to declare and govern them- 
selves strictly by the oath that 
every American soldier takes on 
joining the colors, subject to 
neither discount nor mental reser- 
vation. 

The myth has been established 
in their minds as fact, that Ameri- 
can labor, meaning all the ‘mil- 
lions of Americans who earn their 
living by work and pay taxes, is 
held in dumb submission by Hill- 
man and other unioneers of both 
big houses, and that labor will 
punish at the polls any party 
which dares to promise that it 
will drive criminals and Commu- 
nists out of the unions, and re- 
strict their private taxing powers. 

The Republicans are, in this 
way, an over-civilized aggregation

Dewey Will Accept 
Any Given Platform 


As things look after the first day of the Republican convention, 
the chief issue will not be over the candidate but over the platform 
to be adopted today. This will be true no matter who is nomi- 
nated, for no one is going to be nominated who will make a plat- 
form of his own. That issue was settled in the last elections and re 
settled again in the recent Wiscosin primaries. 


Four years ago Wendell Willkie captured the convention by @ 
popular Republican movement against the “regulars.” Everyone 
knew he would attempt to reform the Republican party along more 
progressive lines in domestic policy and to lead it to a world view 
rather than an isolationist one. But three months before the cam- 
paign was over, it was clear that he could not control his own 
party. Actually, he waged one campaign, while powerful forces 
within the party waged another, and contradictory one.

SOUGHT REFORM During the succeeding four years, Mr.

He has gone deeper into both domestic and 
foreign affairs; his recent articles are above the level of the best 
speeches he made in the last campaign. And were he to be. nomi- 
nated on a platform condensed from these articles, he would 
a highly attractive candidate. 


But the Republican machine will have none of him. And it 
therefore, a foregone conclusion that no candidate will be nomi- 
nated in Chicago who is bent on leading the Republican organiza 
tion any further than it is willing to go. Nobody can be nominated

Four newspapermen, Dudley Glass, Ward

ties, and the event was “covered” with such loving care that one 
suspects they had the time of their lives. 


The Atlanta papers on the fol- 
lowing day carried large photo- 
graphs of the hunting party, with 
a “wee cowerin beastie” out on 
a limb, and long, long columns de- 
scribing the event at this Georgia 
plantation; war news was aimost 
crowded off the front page and 
entirely off the third. “Ma” Sun- 


day still had traces of the corn- 


fields on her shoes at the Geor- 
gia Federation of Women’s Clubs 
next day. It was a—well, it was 
a very big party. 

The woods around “Pinehurst” 
where the visitors so enjoyed Dr. 
MeCunnell’s hospitality are still 
green and apparently full of pos- 
sums, and an old colored man, 
Lawson Hollis, keeps the corn 
patches ploughed and cultivated 
for James R. Davis, who now 
owns it; but the house itself was 
destroyed by fire many years ago 
and the McConnell family who 
were loved and admired by all of 
Upson seg had moved away 

t. 
OF MANY TRADES 
- Dr. Lincoln McConnell, if not 
as great a celebrity as Billy Sun- 
day, was nevertheless widely 
known throughout the United 


States as a chautauqua lecturer. 


His .other activities included at 
various times such things as be- 
ing a policeman, evangelist, law- 
yer, Methodist preacher, Baptist 
preacher, salesman of war bonds 
and gentleman farmer—in all of 
which he excelled. 

Born of a prominent family in 
Maryville, Tenn., he had lived in 
many states, but he was in Okla- 
home City when he bought with- 
out seeing the 1,000-acre planta- 
tion in Upson county, Georgia. 
(Later he was very fond of say- 
ing that he quite understood why 
the county was called Upson: it 
had so many ups’n downs.) Called 
the “Old Respass Place” then, 
the plantation was advertised in 
a trade magazine in such glow- 
ing terms that Dr. McConnell did 
not hesitate for a moment. A pig 
in a poke? Yes, but what pig! 

He and Mrs. McConnell drove 
over slick, muddy roads in their 
heavy Packard to Yatesville, Ga., 
and there the real fun began. It 
was raining with determination, 
the big car lurched and slipped 
from deep ruts into deeper gul- 
lies; there were a few small Ne- 
gro cabins miles apart; and the 
car had to be pulled out of gul- 
lies several times by all the mules 
between Thomaston and /Yates- 
ville. At last, long, long last, they 
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reached the fine southern man- 
sion they had bought. 

Anyone else would have wept 
at the desolation. Mr. and Mrs. 
McConnell set to-work with every 
available carpenter in the county 
to make. the house habitable. It 
6 became a great deal more 
than that, one of the most attrac- 
tive residences in the county. 

Lawson Hollis, the Negro ten- 
ant, tells how many days it took 
to haul the grand piano in a wag- 
on from Yatesville, and declares 
that he hauled books for a week, 
a million books, no less. Two large 
rooms of a storage house were 
filled with cases of them. Dr. 
McConnell soon began holding 
Sabbath school forthe darkies on 
Sunday afternoon and he encour- 


‘aged the singing of spirituals. “He 


was the finest man in the world,” 
says Lawson, “but he couldn’t 
preach,” 


That was a rather startling 
statement, I th6ught, and one not 
concurred in by bishops and the 
First Baptist churches of Okla- 
homa City, St. Petersburg, Jack- 
sonville and many others. 


“You say he couldn’t preach, 
Lawson?” 

“That’s right, Mistis. I never 
had heard him, but I’d heard a 
lot about his preaching. One Sun- 
day he said he was going to preach 
that night at Logtown for whites 
and blacks, and he wanted me 
to come. 

“The church was jampacked, 
and they sung a real pretty song, 
‘Heaven Belongs to You’; then he 
took his sarmint from John 15, 
first chapter, and it was so full 
of high doctrine that I couldn’t 
understand a word of it. Nobody 
couldn’t even witness, Mistis, but 
most of ’em liked it.* Afterwards 
one of ’em said to me, ‘Well, did 
he preach, or didn’t he?’ 

“‘If he did,’ I says, ‘I didn’t 
know ‘it.’ He got them sermints 
out of pheology books, that’s 
where he got ’em, out of them 
books I hauled from Yatesville in 
the wagon.”

WASHINGTON, June 26.—(/?) 
The Army issued an extraordi- 
nary appeal today for skilled elec- 
trical workers to volunteer for 
jobs of at least 90 days on “vital 
war construction jobs” at the Han- 
ford Engineer Works, Pasco, 
Wash., and the Clinton Engineer 
Works, Knoxville, Tenn. 


The appeal was issued by Un- 
dersecretary of War Patterson 
after a personal conference with 
Edwerd J..Brown, president of the 
International Brotherhood of Elec- 
trical Workers, and other confer- 
ences between representatives of 
the War Department and Laurence 
W. Davis, general manager of the 
National Electric Constructors’ As- 
sociation. 

“Under the plan,” said Patter- 
son’s appeal, “electrical workers 
now employed by construction 
contractors, utility companies and 


electric shops of all types will be |] 


asked to take a leave of absence 
for work on one or the other of 
these two critical projects. 

“The War Department has re- 
quested the co-operation of em- 
ployers to make certain that men 
who volunteer will retain their 
seniority rights and will have a 
job open for them upon their re- 
turn. 

“Men volunteering for service, 
upon completing 90 days of satis- 
factory work, will be issued a cer- 
tificate of service signed by the 
Undersecretary of War. This cer- 
tificate will acknowledge the serv- 
ice of these men to their country 
in this war emergency. Employ- 
ers granting leaves of absence to 
their men to work on these proj- 
ects also will receive recognition 
in the form of letters from the 
undersecretary. of war.” 

The volunteers will be paid the 
regular wage scale, which at the 
Hanford Works is $1.65 an hour, 
with total earnings of $100.65 for 
the standard 54-hour week, and 
at the Clinton Works is $1.50 an 
hour with total earnings of $105 
for the standard 60-hour week. 

At Hanford housing in dormi- 
tories and food in mess halls are 
furnished for a flat charge of $14 
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a week. At Clinton the charge 
for dormitory rooms is from $12 
to $15 a month, and food is served 
in cafeterias at charges averaging 
$5.75 to $12 a week. 3

Vacationists 
Warned of Polio 


In N. Carolina 


A polio epidemic in the resort 
section of North Carolina has re- 
sulted in Dr. C. D. Bowdoin, state 
epidemiologist, issuing a warning 
against vacations in North Caro- 
ina. 


Dr. Bowdoin said 65 cases have 
been reported in the Tarheel state 
during the past two or three 
weeks, but that at the present 
time, there is no evidence of the 
epidemic heading towards Georgia. 

“T see no reason,” said Dr. Bow- 
doin yesterday, “why Georgians 
should not carry out their plans to 
camp in north Georgia, but for the 
time being it will be inadvisable 
for them to go into the North Car- 
olina mountains.” 

Dr. Bowdoin said polio cases 
have been reported in Ash, Cald- 
well, Burke, Catawba, Lincoln and 
Gaston counties, all located in the 
popular —— resort sections.

Here in Normandy the Germans 
have gone in for sniping in a 
wholesale manner. There are 
snipers everywhere. There are 
snipers in trees, in buildings, in 
wry of wreckage, in the grass. 
ut mainly they are in the high, 
bushy hedgerows that form the 
fences of all the Norman fields 


and line every roadside and lane. 


It is perfect sniping country. A 
man can hide himself in the thick 
fence-row shrubbery with several 
days’ rations, and it’s like hunt- 
ing a needle in a haystack to find 
him. 

Every mile we advance there 
are dozens of snipers left behind 
us. They pick off our soldiers 
one by one as they walk down 
the roads or across the fields. 

It isn’t safe to move into a new 
bivouac area until the snipers 
have been cleaned out. The first 
bivouac I moved into had shots 
ringing through it for a full day 
before all the hidden gunmen were 
rounded up. It gives you . the 
same spooky feeling that you get 
on moving into a place you sus- 
pect of being sown with mines. 


“SNIPER-CONSCIOUS” 


In past campaigns our soldiers 
would talk about the occasional 
snipers with contempt and dis- 
gust. But here sniping has be- 
come more important, and taking 
precautions against it is some- 
thing we have had to learn and 
learn fast. 

One officer friend of mine said: 
“Individual soldiers have become 
sniper-wise before, but now we're 
sniper-conscious as whole units.” 

Snipers kill as many Ameri- 
cans as they can, and then when 
their food and ammunition run 
out they surrender. To an Ameri- 
can that isn’t quite ethical. The 
average American soldier has lit- 
tle feeling against the average 
German soldier who has fought 
an open fight and lost. But his 
feelings about the sneaking snipers 
can’t very well be put into print. 
He is learning how to kill the 
snipers before the time comes for 
them to surrender. 

As a matter of fact this part of 
France is very difficult for any- 
thing but fighting between small 
groups. It is a country of little 
fields, every one surrounded by 
a thick hedge and a high fence 
of trees. There is hardly any 
place where you can see beyond 
the field ahead of you. Most of 
the time a soldier doesn’t see 
more than a hundred yards in any 
direction. 

In other places the ground is 
flooded and swampy with a growth 
of high, jungle-like grass. In this 
kind of stuff it is almost man-to- 
man warfare. One officer who has 
served a long time in the Pacific 
says this fighting is the nearest 
thing to Guadalcanal that he has 
seen since. 


PERSONAL STORIES

The freakiest story I’ve heard 
is of an officer who was. shot 
through the face.

CHIP ON SHOULDER 

Others, like Martha, cannot sep- 
arate a_ scientific discussion of 
marital problems dealing with 
mankind in general, from their 
own domestic affairs which paral- 
lel that impartial discussion. 

Martha recognized the similar- 
ity. My general or “teaching” 
cases that I cited were identical 
with her own marital problem. 


But I pointed out that women 
are largely responsible for erring 
husbands. Wives often put second 
things first.

Directions for cooking tongue 


and suggestions for serving are offered. 


Tongue Requires Simmering 
To Make It Moist, Tender 


By Sally Saver. 


Often we see fresh or smoked 
tongues in the market these days. 
For a long time they, were ex- 
tremely scarce and hard to find. 
Mostly those I’ve seen were fresh 
tongues, but fresh or smoked, 
tongue is a good meat buy be- 
cause it ig all meat, no waste. 

Tongue requires long slow sim- 
mering to make it tender. Place 
tongue in water to cover and over 
low fire. Cook slowly until tongue 
is tender, It requires several 
hours. When tongue is tender re- 
move from fire, let cool in water 
in which it was cooked, Then re- 
move thick skin covering. Tongue 
if to be served cold, should be 
placed in refrigerator to chill 
thoroughly. To carve tongue place 
it on its side and starting at 
either end make thin even slices. 

Other recipes with tongue: 


BRAISED TONGUE 
WITH VEGETABLES 

Use leftover sliced tongue. 
Place slices in a saucepan with 
1-2 cup diced onions, 1 cup diced 
carrots, 3-4 cup diced celery. 
Make a smooth paste with 3 table- 
spoons flour and 1 1-2 cups of 
liquid in which tongue was cook- 
ed, or lacking this use milk. Sea- 
son with 1 teaspoon salt and 1-2 
teaspoon pepper. Pour sauce 


over tongue and vegetables and 


simmer 1 hour. Serve with pota- 
toes boiled in their jackets. 


TONGUE WITH RICE 
AND SPINACH 

1 fresh beef tongue 

Or 2 fresh veal tongues 

Water 

2 teaspoons salt 

3 1-2 cups cooked spinach 

2 cups cooked rice 

Cover tongue with water and 
add salt. Cover and simmer 
gently about 1 hour to the pound 
or until tongue is tender. Drain, 
and remove skin. Arrange on hot 
platter with steamed, buttered 
spinach and rice. 

A sweet-sour glaze adds appeal 
and flavor to tongue that is to be 
served either hat or cold. To 
make this glaze: Mix 3-4 cup 
brown sugar, 2 teaspoons dry 
mustard, 2 tablespoons vinegar 
and 2 tablespoons water. Bring 
to a boil and pour over tongue 
after it has been cooked, cooled 
and skinned.

He condescended to ride in the buggy 
with me. But he climbed down a short distance from the water hole, 
saying he was going to make some pictures. 

Well, he didn’t show up again until lunch-time. He had tried 
to walk in the footpath and had fallen into the same creek. And 
there was the same raw January wind. But this time no one 
realized Rogers had gone by the creek and the field trial group 
had gone off and left him. He had to walk four shivering miles 
to Tall Pines, luncheon headquarters. 

He had a fit of temperament when the ruder field trial 
folks couldn’t help laughing at his appearance. If it wasn’t 
temperament, what he said could do justice to any old salt in 
from the sea.

It was not disclosed whether 
any such Russians quit and came 
over to the Allies en masse.

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Italy Returning 
To Normalcy 


By KENNETH L. DIXON, > 

WITH THE AEF IN ITALY, 
June 13.—(Delayed)—(4)—It took 
us eight months to make the trip 
from Naples to Rome but today 
we came back by command car 
in five hours. 

And we met a military city on 
the move—the Army shifting its

095 supplies and service groups from 


Naples northward. 

The whole 150 miles or so of 
the Appian way were a steady 
stream of trucks and jeeps, com- 
manded cars and weapon carriers 
—rolling along bumper to bump- 
er in roaring evidence of the lack 
of a Luftwaffe over any rear area 
in this theater these days. 

It seemed strange coming back 
to be able to ride all the way 
without worrying about the wind- 
shield glittering in. the sun, flash- 
ing to the near-by hills from 
whence German artillery observ- 
ers used to spot every flash. 

The first and last periods of the 
Naples-to-Rome drive saw the 
Fifth Army progressing at a com- 
paratively rapid pace—rapid 
when you consider the bogged- 
down misery during the middle of 
the winter. 

And the battle ground showed 
it. Just outside of Rome the de- 
struction is comparatively slight. 
Through the erstwhile Anzio 
beachhead sector the fighting was 
on an inch by inch basis and such 
leveled towns as the crushed re- 
mains of Cisterna show it. 

For a few miles south of the 
beachhead again the signs of dam- 
age are fewer through the marshy 
area. Whole villages are left 
standing, some almost intact. The 
race was swift through there 
when the main Fifth Army front 
joined the beachhead forces. 

But then comes the Adolf Hitler 
and the Gustav lines and the hills 
where the winter struggle wiped 
out scores of towns and even 
shredded the trees and bushes to 
jagged stumps. 

Through Terracina, Fondi, Itri, 
Formia,~ past Gaeta Point—the 
June wind still raises the dust 
from the crumpled rubble of once 
beautiful cities and towns and al- 
though you thought you left it far 
behind up there on the distant 
front the smell of death still ling- 
ers here,

Britain’s Airborne ‘Conchies’ - 
Saving Lives in Thick of Action 


By LEONARD MOSLEY, 


WITH THE BRITISH 6TH AIR- 
BORNE DIVISION, Normandy, 
June 26.—Ever since I went to 
Berlin eight years ago I have 
been meeting bewildered Ger- 
mans who “just don’t understand 
the crazy British.” 


But I think the most puzzled 
of all was a young Nazi officer I 
met in Normandy recently. He 
was sitting disconsolately in the 
back room of a British medical 
dressing station near Caen. When 
I went 4 to him and spoke in 
German, he said: , 

“I have read in our party news- 
papers that you English are mad 
but I have a broad mind. I’ve 
traveled in foreign‘ countries and 
I believed it was just propaganda 
but in the past 24 hours I have 
found that it’s all true. The Eng- 
lish truly are mad, stark staring 


mad.” 
And then rather gloomily he 


added: “But it’s a glorious kind of 


madness just the same.” 

It was an intriguing opening 
conversation with the first en- 
emy officer I had seen since land- 
ing in France. I naturally be- 
gan probing him. This is what 
had happened to him. 
ANTI-AIRBORNE | 

He was out on  anti-airborne 
invasion maneuvers with his com- 
pany in the woods and apple or- 
chards of the Orne valley in the 
early hours of D-Day when the 
thunder of British planes filled 
the air and down on French soil 
tumbled hundreds of British para- 
troops. : 

“So I scattered:my men where 
the paratroops had landed and 
warned them they must be swift 
and ruthless, then set off to kill 
my own personal Englishman,” 
he said.

remarkable story of the Sixth Air- 
borne Division’s paratrooping con- 
scientious objectors? 

The British airborne army 
dropped upon Normandy June 6. 
Down by parachute with the first 
troops went scores of them as or- 
derlies and assistants attached to 
our airborne ambulance units, and 
in the first few hours their casual- 
ties were as heavy in killed and 
wounded as the rest of the troops. 

The work of the airborne med- 
ical services in the first week of 
the invasion, to which these con- 
scientious objectors contributed, is 
one of the war’s finest stories. 
DROP 72 BLOOD PINTS 

Doctors and staffs dropped by 
parachute in the first wave of 
planes, together with all the mate- 
rial a medical dressing station 
usually carries. Each unit para- 
chuted 72 pints of plasma for 
blood transfusions and stocks of 
penicillin. 

By 11 a. m. that day one brigade 
surgical unit had performed five 
major operations while under ene- 
my fire from a wood only 100 
yards away. 

One orderly said: “They don’t 
even think about it. Ordinary 
wound cases and men whose op- 
erations can wait are evacuated 
to the beaches, so what you see 
here are all serious cases where 
minutes are precious.” 

They: were men who would die 
if help from the knife didn’t reach 
them soon. So, though the young 
paratroop doctors work calmly, 
they cut swift and clean. In three 
days that surgical unit had treat- 
ed over 300 men and performed 
60 operations. 

Once a farmhouse was overrun 
by Nazis and fire was pouring in 
from all sides. Over one operat- 
ing table an orderly was putting 
a swab on a soldier’s. stomach
